The announcement of the location of the G. T. P. divi-| 


sional point at Fort George and the concurrent announce- 
ment of the inauguration of a train service to Fitzhugh are 


signs of the times of which Edmontanians will do well to take |' 


cognizance. 

In the mountain country to the west of Edmonton there 
is due to be great development within the next two years. 
Enormous limber resources lie to {he north of Fort George. 
Reports of mineral discoveries in the valley of the Fraser 
have already commenced to come in. Settlers in thousands 
are pouring in to the interior of B.C. Railway construction 
on a larger scale than anything heretofore attempted in Can- 
ada will keep the contractors busy in the rock cuts for the 
next two years. Towns will be built, hydraulic plants in- 
stalled, irrigation systems established and the country turned

It is a vain regret at this late date, but it is asnevertheless 
fact tat previcus commissioners and councils have not paid | 
enough attention to the recommendations of the practical | 
men connected with the water plant.
